In the years ahead, the Euclid- 
Freeway intersection might he 
a major terminal for commuters 


to Los Angeles. 
“People going to Los Angeles 
could drive their autos to the 


parking area, board a high speed 
bus—and then get their car after 
returnnig in the late afternoon,” 
Mr. Price observed. 


It could be... . and he fur- 
ther suggests: 
“Now is the time to have the 


city councils and planning com- 
missions of Upland and Ontario 
and members of the highway 
commission here to make definite 
plans for the best use of the re- 
maining four acres. It should 
stot be allowed as a site for busi- 
hess use. If it is not obtained 
now for eventual public use, it 
will be too late or very expensive 
later on.” 


PAID TO VOTE? NO. 


Sometime in the future there 
will be decided in the United 
States supreme court whether 
an employe of 2 New York manu-. 
facturer should be entitled to 90 
cents overtime pay. The case 
is two years old now, having been 
reviewed by four New York state 
courts, two of which have ruled 
for the claimant and two against 
him. 

The case grew out of a New 
York law which says that em- 
ployes must be given two hours 
off to vote and be paid their 
“usual wages” for this time off. 
In this case, the employe worked 
seven hours on election day and 
claimed two hours pay for vot- 
ing. For the ninth hour he claim- 
ed overtime, which amounted to 
90 cents. The employer contend- 
ed “usual wages” meant straight 
time. 

The legal complexities are 
many but the whole trouble stems 
from a wrong law—the law giv- 
ing employes time off with pay 
to vote. 

We know of no reason why any 
American citizen should be paid 
—by his employer or anyone 
else—to exercise his franchise. 


MODEST HOMES 


Special attention sometimes is 
given the unusually large houses 
erected in the community. That 
is, perhaps, natural. People are in- 
terested in the ultra-modern, un- 
usnally designed and more lavish 
structures. 

Much interest and words of trib- 
ute, however, should be given the 
“average families” who build and 
live in the majority of new struc- 
tures. Praise is merited by the 
many families who recognize 
theiv own financial limitations 
and live accordingly. 

Somehow, we resent any sub- 
division or any group of houses 
being referred to as “‘eracker 
boxes.” In some communities, 
hundreds of very small dwellings 
have been built; such a descrip- 
tion may be very apt. 

While some people may be op- 
posed to development of a dense- 
ly populated community, much fs 
in favor of the families who are 
willing to live in houses within 
their financial meat 

Ut is possible for some families 
through good fortune and good 
financial management to afford 
deluxe houses. The vast majority 
of people, howevei, must live in 
modest houses. 

A house doesn’t have to be 
large to have all the modern con- 
veniences which make the high 
standard of living we have in 
America today.

With this statement Chief of 
*olice Ralph H. Palmer this week 
‘autions local residents to be more 
‘areful in their driving habits. 

“Collision reports and_ statis- 
ics indicate that nearly all of our 
so-called ‘accidents’ are actually 
‘aused occurrences. These causes 
1ave been found to consist of some 
jolation or violations of our traf- 
‘ic and safety regulations or rules” 
‘hief Palmer states. 

“Speed is a factor in almost 
10 per cent of deaths which re- 
sult from highway accidents. 
Speed is not always, in itself, the 
primary cause, but when couplec 
With other offenses it becomes the 
added ingredient which turns a 
minor mishap into a death or 
serious injury,” reports the Up- 
land chief. 

“Most accidents occur because 
someone has knowingly  violat- 
ed some saftey rule or traffic law” 
Chief Palmer emphasizes. Some- 
one wasn’t taking some precau- 
tion; these are also reasons the 
chief gives for accidents. 

He adds, however, that ‘a lot 
of accidents could be prevented 
if drivers would give some thought 
to safety and traffic regulations. 
Most drivers know in advance 
that they are taking a chance. 
But when an accident occurs and 
they are involved they are sorry 
It is too late then because the 
damage is done.” 

A final admonision of Chief 
Palmer is to “Heed this warning 
A bit of extra care on your part 
may mean the difference between 
life and death. Drive safe and 
save a life, because the life you 
save may be your own, or that 
of one of your loved ones.”

traordinary Session, is submitted to 
the people in accordance with the pro- 
visions of Article XVI of the Consti- 
tution. 

(This proposed law does not ex- 
pressly ameng gny existing law; there- 
fore, the provisions thereof are printed 
in BLACK-FACED TYPE to indicate 
that they are NEW.) 


PROPOSED LAW 


An act to add Article 5e to Chapter 6 
of Division 4 of the Military and Vet- 
erans Code, authorizing the creation 
of a debt or debts, liability or liabili- 
ties, through the issuance and sale of 
state bonds, to create a fund to pro- 
vide farm and home aid for veterans 
in accordance with the provisions of 
the Veterans Farm and Home Pur- 
chase Act of 1943 and acts amenda- 
tory and supplemental thereto; defin- 
ing the powers and duties of said 
committee and of the Department of 
Veterans Affairs and other state offi- 
cers in respect to the administration 
of the provisions hereof; providing 
\ways and means, exclusive of loans, 
for the payment of the interest of 
such debt or debts, liability or lia- 
bilities, as such interest falls due, 
and also for the payment and dis- 
charge of the principal of such debt 
er debts, tiability or liabilities, as 
such principal matures; and provid- 
ing for the submission of this act toa 
vote of the people at the general elec- 
tion te be held in the month of 
November, 1954. 


The peopte of the State of Cafifornia do 
enact as follows: 


Section 1. Article Se ts added to 
Chapter 6 of Division 4 of the Military 
and Veterans Code, to read: 


Article Se. Veterans Bond Act of 1954 


996.25. This artiele may be cited as 
the Veterans Bené Ast ef 1954. 


996.26. For the purpose of creating 
a fund to provide farm and home aid for 
veterans in accordance with the provi- 
sions of the Veterans Farm and Home 
Purchase Act of 1943 and of all acts 
amendatory thereof and supplemental 
thereto, the Veterans’ Finance Com- 
mittee of 1943, created by Section 991, 
shai! be and it hereby Is authorized and 
empowered to create a debt or debts, 
liability or liabilities, of the State of 
California, in the manner and to the 
extent hereinafter provided, but not 
otherwise, nor in excess thereof. 


996.27. After adoption of any reso- 
lution by the Veterans’ Finance Com- 
mittee of 1943, provided for in Section 
996.34 the State Treasurer shall arrange 
for the preparation of the requisite 
number of suitable bonde in accordance 
with the specifications contained in 
such resolution. The aggregate par 
value of all bonds issued under this ar- 
ticle shall not exceed the sum of one 
hundred seventy-five million dollars 
($175,000,000) and shall bear,irterest at 
a rate not exceeding 5 percent pe 
annum payable as provided in such 
resolution.
